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|BIG STOCK PARADE 
TAKES PLACE TO-DAY. 


Judging Comoetitions Held Yester- 
day—Prizes Awarded. 


Farmers’ day came nearly proving 


disastrous at the Exhibition grounds 
yesterday afternoon, when the 
clouds ‘broke in a perfeet torrent 
of rain. The great stock parade, 


composed of all the prize winners in 
the show rings, was billed to take 
place before the grandstand, but this 
had ‘o be postponed. The directors 
at finct called all the events off, but 
so great was the descent of people 
from the First and Seevnd street in 
clines, after the storr: sed, that 
the gates were forced oper and the 
programme proceeded with as though 
‘here had been no suggestion of a 
change in the orders of the day 

The stock parade was the only ex- 
ception, This was found impfictic- 
able, owing to thé muddy condition 
of the ground. Today at one o'clock 
the great stock parade will be held, 
when all visitors to the show who 
have not been able to follow” the 
judges in the show ring as much as 
they would have liked, will have an 
opportunity of seeing the very © 
ditable live stock show which ha- 
been attracted to Edmonton this year. 
At all the great agricultural fairs in 
the country the live stock parede is 
considered the most important event 
and for this reason, if for no other, 
the directors expect that the perade 
today will be given vefore a crowded 
grandstand. 

Judging Competitions. 

The judging competitions which are 
designed tor farmers and farmers’ 
sons, who have not attended an agri- 
cultural colliege, opened yesterday 
with the heavy horse class. The 
uverage iarmer’s son probably prides 
himself more if he is a good judge of 
horse flesh than anything else, These 
contests enable him not only to tell 
a good draught horse when he 
one, but to tell why he is a good one 
This is not so easily done, as may be 
imagined. Frequently « man will 
say “I see in my eye that this is the 
best horse,’’ but he can not just say 
why he thinks so. 

Of the large field of contestants in 
the judging contest yesterday many 
felt just that way. They were re- 
quested to size up the animals betore 
them and write down their reasons 
ior giving a partieular horse first 
place. Alex, Innis, the official heavy 
horse judge, gave the award in the 
contest to J. J. Richards, of Red 
Deer. IT. Dickie, of Strathcona, was 
given second and J. Caswell, of Seska- 
toon, third. The judge gave a de- 
monstration in horse judging after 
the awards had been made, 

Similar contests in light horses, 
cattle and swine will be held today 
on the fair grounds.

SUSPECTED INDIAN MURDER. 


Floating in River With Bullet

Rey and Knife Wounds. 


Hazleton, B.C., June 30 —The find- 
ing of the lacerated body of a white 
gettler, near Clearwater, perhaps 
murdered by disgruntled Indians, has 
cadced great foeling here and ip the 
valley generally, and a serious clash 
between whites and Indians may re- 
sult. The body, which ‘has not been 
identified, was found floating in the 


Skeena river yesterday. It was des- 
titute of clothing, with two bullet 


wounds, one in the breast, and one in 
ye hip, and the face was terribly 
lashed by some sharp weapon, ana 
the arms and hands bore evidence of 
a grim, unequal fight for life. The 
Indians are openly defiant and it is 
asserted that they are to blame for 
the tragedy. The man was about 35

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MACLEOD'S BUMPER CROP 


Fall Wheat 48 Inches High, Spring 
Wheat Promising. 


Macleod, Alta., June 30.—Showers 
continue to favor the Macleod dis- 
trict and crops are coming on well. 
Fall wheat has been brought in by 
farmers measuring 48 inches high 
and the thheads well formed. With 
the increase of acreage, which is °% 
per cent over last year, the shipment 
will almost double the record of the 
past. Spring wheat is also very pro- 
mising, although the increase is not 
as great as in fall wheat, yet the 
indications are for a most bountiful 
vicld. Owing to the backwardness 
of the spring many farmers failed to 
seed as much wheat as they intended 
and have seeded oats in their piace, 
hence the acreage of oats will be in- 
creased by about 20 per cent. ou last 
year. Barley is also in good con- 
dition and the acreage is much bet- 
ter than in former years. The price 
is promised to e much better 
than in other years. owing to the num- 
ber of breweries in we province, 
Vegetables are in fine condition and 
potatoes are in some gardens ‘n 
Yloom, and tomatoes are reported to 
be well advanced. All garden pro- 
duce ia in the very best condition apd 
a great yield is anticipated. Garigi 
fruits are in good form and a tremen- 
dous yield is in © sight. Currant 
bushes are loaded to the ground, and 
ell the apple trees in town are laden 
with fruit.

The locomotive was run up 
and the train’s fire apparatus was ut 
ence put to work with the result that 
the fire was evyercome, The trainmen 
started an investigation and disciv- 
ered a tragedy. From the incoherent 
utterances of the station agent who 
is a lady, and who was almost pros- 
trated, it appeared that during the 
afternoon a number of boys, perhaps

seven or eight, had been playing 
about the station celebrating Domin- 
ion day. One of them had a candle 


and just beiore the mishap he went 
into the station and asked the agent 
for a match, which she gave him. He
